ter Van Cott and Cornelius N. Bliss. The 
latter presided Other guests were Thom- 
as C. Platt, Senator Fasaett, Collector 
Erhardt, Marshal Jacobus and lesser lo- 
cal Republican lights. It was strictly a 
private affair, although it is stated that 
much was discussed which is of great pub- 
lic concern, aa it is said tftat General 
Clarkaon was consulted as to ways ai>4 
means {or turning down the Democracy 
in this state next fall and la 1892. 


Cwrkson Makes a Speech. 


A report of what Clarkson said when 


his time to speak came has been obtained. 
When he arose he waa received with cheers, 
and said in part: "The workingman in 
Europe who reads will surprise you by 
his acquaintance with American affairs. 
The working people, the peasantry, the 
mechanics, and all the people to whom 
food is a question of daily concern, realize 
not only that this nation protect* Its own 
interests, but that thereby it has grown 
so rich in production that it can, under 
the right system of reciprocity, furnish 
meats and other products to their tables, 
which are now without them, and at prices 
thay can afford. * » « 


Protection and Foreign Trade. 


"A Republican visiting Europe is doubly 


pleased to find that an enlarged American 
trade with other countries is not only pos- 
sible under the system of protection, but 
moat largely possible through the opera- 
tions of prc ection and reciprocity. 
doubts that I had as to the practical wis- 
dom of the McKinley bill and of the new 
Republican system of reciprocity wr-8 
removed by what I saw and learned in 
Europe.Few American CTags Afloat.

But he so seldon has 
the opportunity that he realizes painfully 
the fact that his country jppllii ftfcfl prin- 
eiple of protection to its own interests 
everywhere else except upon the sea.

Truth About Blalae's Illness. 


The senator was asked to give the facts

The best Informed politician* dis- 
credit the story, aad seem to share the 
views expressed by the Washington Post 
in an editorial: "Before his elevation to 
the bench Mr. Fuller was not a polIticUti 
of such activity or prominence as might 
have suggested his selection to be the 
standard-bearer of his party, and now 
that he occupies an exalted position, far 
removed from the strife of the political 
arena, he is placed at such a distance from 
the methods and acts which usually gov- 
ern a presidential nomination that he caa 
hardly be regarded as in any way an avail- 
able candidate."

For 
Instance, the English having been the 
principal purchasers of cocoa, the second 
great industry of South America, and hav- 
ing the principal houses for this article in 
London, from which the world has been 
supplied, are now fearful that they may 
loae this trade and these English mer- 
chants are using every means to discour- 
age the fair and discourge American inter- 
course generally. 


John Ball Controls the Steamers. 


'Again, there being but one line ot 


steamers on, the west coats, and that an 
English line, the rates established for 
freight and passenger are *o arbitrarily 
high that people cannot travel to this 
aoantry nor can they Bent their products 
here. This English line will give no con- 
cessions whatever to the world's fair, 
either for passenger or freight, so that we 
are almost cat off from 
communi- 


cation with thorn exccept by slow 
sailing vessels There are indication* that 
this monopolistic feeling of the English 
men will be overcome, aa they are already 
much alarmed over _|£a feeling of deter- 
mination among the people to get propef 
access to the World's fair and to hav< 
more intimate relations with the United 
States than the English lines will allow 
The Illinois Central railroad has contrib* 
uted largely to this alarm among th« 
Englishmen. The road has sent it agenti 
through the country distributing map! 
aad circulars in the Spanish language 
showing the routes to the gulf ports and 
San Francisco and thence to Chicago, and 
offering inducements of the most liberal 
kind for the establishment of inter-com- 
munication by other than the English 
lines. "While the railroads and the west 
may not secure immediate benefits they 
are sure to come before long in the most 
liberal manner, for the feeling of breaking 
away from. English domination is too 
strong to be held back." 


Something About the Chilian Revolt. 
In another respect Mr Tisdel points out 


how the English are endeavoring to con 
trol the affairs of South America, He ia 
familiar with the affairs of Chili, knowa 
President Balmaceda personally and has 
been all over the ground of the present 
conflict between Balmaceda and the rebel 
forces, "It is an English rebellion," said 
Mr. Tisael, "and the English ara back of 
this war against Balmaceda because of his 
frienltoess to tha United States. To those 
who have been on the ground and who 
know the strength of the contending 
forcei, the reports circulated in this 
country and emanating from English 
sources indicating a success of the rebel- 
lion are simply ridiculous. Balmaceda is 
absolutely certain of success, and he will 
bring this rebellion to a close very speedily. 


Balmaceda Hungry Iff Bloom1. 


"Some day in the near future it will be 


announced that 10,000 of these rebels have 
been shot in the public aquare at Lima by 
the orders of Balmaceda. That is the way 
he will close the rebellion. He wHl make 
•hoit work of it as soon as his three war- 
ships which he has secured arrive on the 
scene. 


More Indians Threatening Trouble. 
EnrorroN, Minn., July 18.—Benjamin 


Carter is down from the Mllle Lacs coun- 
try en route to the governor with a peti- 
tion asking him to use his influence In be- 
half of the settlers, of whom there are 
over SOO, many of them women. The In- 
dians must be removed or the white set- 
tlers will be obliged to leave their claims 
or fight to protect them. The Indians are 
ugly and threaten to kill the first white 
man that attempts to cat an acre of hay 
on the reservation. 


More Honey Wanted for the Census, 
WASHIHOTOK, July 18.—Superintend- 


ent Porter, of the census bureau, Fri- 
day laid a report before the secretary of 
the interior on the operations of the bu- 
reau for the past six months. He reports 
the work well advanced, and says that an 
additional appropriation will be necessary 
to complete <£e schedules on hand. He 
expects that the force punching cards will 
finish the work on Aug. 1, when more 
than 1,200 discharges will be made. 


Bolivian View of International taw. 
WABHIHBTOK, July 18.—The Bolivian 


government has Issued a pamphlet justi- 
fying its recognition of the belligerency 
of the congressional party in Chili, in 
which it quotes the opinion em interna- 
tional law that when a republic is divided 
into two parties and both have recourse to 
arm*, that is civil war, and, in civil war, 
both parties should be recognised a* sov- 
ereign power*.

STOLE THE RECORDa 


The Sioux Commission loses the Docu- 


ments of Its Pine Bldge Investigation!. 
BOSHVILLE, Neb, July m—The Sioux 


commission appointed by the government 
to investigate the circnmst*acee in con- 
nection with the recent Indian outbreak 
and the condition of the Sieux tribal re- 
lations completed its work Thursday at 
Pine Ridge. 
The members started at 


once for this place. Arriving here it was 
discovered that all the records and evi- 
dence of the six weeks' work had mysteri- 
ously, disappeared. The valise containing 
all the papers, etc., had been placed in the 
rear of the carriage. The commissioners 
had not left their seats during the trip 
and the disappearance of the papers is in- 
explicable. It is believed, however, that 
the Indians, not understanding the mean- 
ing of the investigation and fearing that it 
meant a cutting down of rations, had 
some of their number steal the valise from 
the buggy en route. The records can 
scarcely be duplicated, as many of the wit- 
nesses who testified have since changed 
their minds and look with suspicion upon 
the commission's work. 


DARING WIRE CABLE WALKER. 


Bemarkable Feat of a Photographer at 


Suspension Bridge. 


ButYALO, July 18—Photographer A. 


J. Dixon of Toronto Friday afternoon 
gave an unparalleled exhibition ot nerve 
at Suspension bridge, walking on a wire 
cable stretched across the Niagara gorge 
over the rapids. The cable was 70S feet 
long, and it took Dixon fifteen arid a half 
minutes to cross, including four stops, 
during which he performed a number of 
hazardous feats.

ACTIVITY IN MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Trade In the West Increases Owing to the 


Large Meld of Winter Wheat—Advice* 
from the South Show Crop Prospect* 
Good but Business Duller Than Csaal— 
Very Apparent Decline In Import*—Ex- 
traordinary Output of Pig-iron. 
NEW YORK, July 18.-R. G Dun Se Oo.'» 


weekly review of trade says: Easiness 
clearly grows somewhat more active, 
though midsummer dullness u still the 
rule. At eastern cities there Ig noticed 
more demand for tnannfactnred goods 
with larger call for materials. At the 
west trade is enlivened by the large yield 
of winter wheat already harvested and 
by the bright outlook for other crops. At 
the south, however, though the crop ad- 
vices are also favorable, no improvement 
appears in business, which is duller than 
usual even for this season and at come 
points is pronounced qnit« unsatisfactory. 
The general confidence is strengthened by 
the financial news from Europe, which 
indicates that disturbances of the money 
markets from that quarter need not now 
be feared, and by the change m the for- 
eign trade of this country, which points 
to a material reduction of balances paya- 
ble abroad in specie, 


Sharp Decrease In Import). 


Imports at New York lune sharply de- 


clined since July 1, amounting to about 
$4,300,000, or 18 per cent less than for the 
same weeks last year. On the other hand, 
exports of domestic products at this point 
show an increase thus far in this month of 
$3,323,000, or nearly 33 per cent, m com- 
parison with the same weeks last year. 


The Production of Pig-Iron. 


There is a remarkable increase in the pro- 


duction of pig-iron, almost to the unpre- 
cedented figures of last year. The sudden 
increase in production is not in all respects 
a favorable sympton. No corresponding 
improvement in the demand for manu- 
factured products is yet seen, and the 
stocks unsold at only a part of the fur- 
naces are now recorded as amounting to 
about 480 006 tons, showing a very large 
increase, particularly in coke iron. Unless 
demand rapidly improves, the mar- 
ket must soon weaken so far as to test 
severely the ability of some of the con- 
cerns to continue production. Already 
there Is a perceptible weakness in the 
market at Philadelphia, and some con- 
cessions in price are noted for pig-iron 
and for plates, while the market ror 
structural iron is extremely dull. As 
usual of late the demand for rails is 
scanty, the market for railroad bonds be- 
ing still dull and disappointing. 


Improvement In Business Brighter. 
Reports from other cities are generally 


hopeful. Some improvement In the de- 
mand for goods is seen at Boston. Pros- 
pects are considered brighter at Phila- 
delphia. In spite of the usual dullness of 
the season an improving tendency is seen 
at Buffalo, and lake shipping reviraa at 
Cleveland, with a larger demand than a 
year ago. Orders for clothing are good at 
Cincinnati, and the retail trade in dry 
goods is brisk. At Detroit manufactures 
move fairly, and at Milwaukee trade is 
helped by improving crop prospects, 


Conditions of Trade in the West. 


Eeceipts of wheat, dressed beef, wool 


and hides at Chicago show a great in- 
crease, and new wheat comes m liberally, 
85 per cent, of it grading No. 2 Clothing 
and shoe trades show a large increase over 
last year, though in dry goods the trade 
shrinks a little. At St. Paul trade is 
backward, but prospects are good, and 
for Minnesota especially bright. Bank 
clearances at St. Louis exceed last year's 
by 7 per cent, and money is going out to 
move crops with freedom, ivhile general 
trade in all lines is of fair volume. At 
other northwestern points, without ex- 
ception, excellent crop prospects are noted 
as promising improvement, and at Nash 
vilie trade is fair, but dull at Memphis, 
unsatisfactory at Little Bock, falling off 
at Savannah, and sluggish at New Or- 
leans, though a better demand is seen for 
cotton. At Jacksonville trade is better, 
with crops in good condition. 


Business Failures for the Week. 


The collapse in wheat speculation has 


come with a fall of 8 cents during the 
last week but corn is scarce and 3)4 cents 
nigher, while oats have declined about 1 
cent Pork and hog products are higher, 
coffee has risen a quarter and oil thesan>o, 
but cotton is unchanged and the general 
course of prices has been downward, as is 
natural at this season, the fall during the 
last week having averaged nearly 5i of 1 
per cent. The money markets are gener- 
ally in fair shape and collections fair for 
the season. The business failures occur- 
ring throughout the country during the 
last seven days number 274, as compared 
with a total of 247 last week. For the cor- 
responding week of last year the figures 
were 207.

Report of the Committee of Peoria Council 


and CltUcna Who Went to Cincinnati. 


From Feoria Dally Transcript. 


As a number of persons have expressed 


a desire to know tbe result of the recent 
visit of the committee of the Council and 
citizens to Cincinnati to Investigate the 
asphalt pavement in that city, we give 
herewith the full text of their, report as 
presented to the Council last Thursday 
night. 


To the Mayor and City Council ot|Peerla 


and to the Moss Avenue Property Owners. 


The undersigned committee of the City 


Council, committee of the property owneis 
on Moss Avenue and the City Engineer 
respectfully submit the following report 
of their investigations of tbe asphalt pave- 
ments laid by toe Warren-Scharff Asphalt 
Paving Company in Clnclnnati,Ohio. 


The pavements of Cincinnati were select- 


ed for examination because the Climatic 
conditions are similar to our own, and 
there Is a large amount of the pavement 
there, subjected to much header travel than 
any street in Peoria. 


Our investigation has included personal 


examination ot all the pavements in Cin- 
cinnati, interviews with the city engineer, 
with members of the street committee, 
and ex members of street committees who 
have bad experience hi laying this pave- 
ment, and with owners of property front- 
ing on streets paved with asphalt. 


We found tbe asphalt pavements in 


excellent condition, and sustaining tbe 
very heavy traffic perfectly. Where the 
pavement was being cut for the purpose 
of putting electric light conduits on Race

Street, we were able to examine the edges, 
which were hard as rock, and showed the 
wear to be between a quarter and a half 
Inch during the five years since It was laid. 
In our estimation there is more traffic over 
this street In a day than on Adams or 
Washington street, in 1'eeria In a week. 
That the loads were very heavy, running as 
high as eight tons. That the teams seemed 
to haul their loads much easier on the 
asphalt than on other streets. That the 
breaks in the surface were rare, only two 
small ones being noticed in the entire 
length of Race street. We discovered only 
slight unevenness in this street caused by 
repairing, or replacing the pavement where 
it bad bean cut. The street Is practically 
flat, and is sprinkled, so tbat water stood 
on it. The pavement on tats street is six 
inches of concrete base and two and one-

On other streets the pavement seemed to 


be In perfect condition, without breaks or 
unevenness, very pleasant to drive over, 
and very clean. Sweeping seems to be bet- 
than sprinkling, keeping the street In better 
condition in every respect. 


Tha property owners seem to be very 


well satisfied with the pavement, and in 
some instances reported remarkable advan- 
ces in value of their property as a direct re- 
sult of the pavement. 


We found the prices paid for pavement 


there higher than the same company is 
asking us here by a considerable amount. 


The reputation of the Warren-Scharff 


Pavement company at their own home Is 
good. Disinterested parties say they are 
responsible, and have tha reputation of 
fulnllng their contracts.

make the following recommendations as 
the result of our Investigations: 


Tbat the gas and water pipes should be
